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Poultry Fattening Stations. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has completed the arrangements 
for the co-operative fattening sta- 
tions being organized at a number 
of government and private cream- 
eries throuzhout the province. A 
few of these stations will, fatten 
fowl during June as this brings the 
birds onto.the market ata season 
of the year when “practically no 
poultry’ is offered for sale ‘and thus 
should, “he sold t6.. advantage. 
Craté fed ‘fowl always command a 
better price at this time than when 
offered for’sale in.the fall because 
then the market is flooded with 
chicken, 

During the fall months there will 
be ample supplies of chicken for 
fattening purposes and it is there- 
fore proposed to induce farmers 
to lessen the number of birds to be 
handled in the fall by fattening, 
doring June and July, before . the 
molting season begins, the fowl 
which they wish to dispose of. 
In view of this it has been decided 
not to accept ahy fowl! for fatten- 
ing after the regular work of fat- 
tening chickens in the fall has been 
started. 

The fattening of fowl as above 
proposed by the Department isa 
move in the right direction for ex- 
periments have shown that hens, 
after they they are two years old, 
are practically worthless as egg 
producers. Well developed pul- 
lets have been proyen to. be more 
suitable for egg production and 
experiments have further demon- 
strated the important fact that ro 
pullets are equal'to 17 year-olds 
or 24 two-year-olds in their ability 
to lay eggs. 

The advance ,price to be paid 
for birds at the poultry fattening 
stations this season will be 8c for 
fowl and roc for chicken. 

Parties. having fowl to fatten 
should communicate at once with 
the manager of the nearest cream- 
ery.

and heax it until it begins to brown 
and them put in the squabs. Salt and 
pepper them and cook fast from five 
to seven minutes. Watch very care- 
fully, so as to turn them at once and 
always keep the dish covered. When 
nicely browned on both sides serve on 
thin slices of toast. . 

Sweetbreads are another well liked 
dsinty. Take one pair of them and 
parboil in water witha little salt in 
it. Skim and cut the sweetbreads in 
squares and let them cool Put ina 
saucepan a good sized piece of butter 
and when hot drop in the squares and 
let them stew for five minutes. Add 
a half pint of cream and let it cook for 
five minutes more and then add the 
well beaten yolks of two eggs. stirring 
in gradually. Season with salt and 
pepper. Then add the: whites, which 
have been beaten stiff and flavored 
with a whisky glass of sherry wine. 
Sérve.on toast.

A TASTY SALAD. 


Grape Fruit Mixed With Celery, Apple 

and Banana. 

A delicious and unusual salad 
made of celery and grape fruit. 

Cut the inner and crispest stalks of 
celery into half inch lengths. Skin a 
banana and cut It into neat cubes. Do 
the same with a tender tart apple. (A 
“snow apple” would be good for this 
purpose.) Have ready a couple of 
halved grape fruit, from which you 
have removed all the pulp so carefully 
that you have not torn the skin of ei- 
ther half. 

Cut.the pulp taken from one of the 
halves into small pieces in size corre- 
sponding to the apple and banana dice. 

Put all these into a chilled bow! and 
set on the ice or in a very cold place 
for half an hour. You do not need to 
be reminded that the mayonnaise 
should be made first of all and left out 
in the cold while you are preparing the 
rest of the ingredients. 

The emptied halves of the grape 
fruit should lie in ice (cracked) until 
you are ready to make ready. for sery- 
ing. 

Then empty, wipe and fill them with 
the fruit mixture as soon as you have 
poured the mayonnaise into the bowl 
and tossed the contents up lightly with 

‘ a silver fork to insure thorough incor- 
poration of fruit and dressing. 

Put a half teaspoonful of the mayon- 
naise on the top of each portion of 
| fruit and serve the filled skins upon

Notice to Veterinary Surgeons 


The attention of all veterinary 
surgeons practicing their profes- 
sion in the Province of Alberta, is 
drawn to the provisions of the Or. 
dinance entitled-an “Ordinance re- 
specting Veterinary Surgeons” and 
amendments thereto passed at the 
second session of the Legislature 
of the North West Territories on 
the 21st November: 1908, by which 
it is provided that “No person shall 
practice the profession of Veterin- 
ary Surgery in the Province with- 
out having first obtained from the 
Provincial Secretary a license as 
hereinafter provided entitling him 
to practice Veterinary Surgery.” 
In applying for such license it 


is necessary for the  appli- 
cant to furnish the Depart- 
ment with the diploma held 


by him, or such other evidence as 
may be necessary to prove his right 
to practice the profession. Each 
application must be accompanied 
with a fee of $15 and should be ad- 
dressed to the Honourable The 
Provincial Secretary, Edmonton,

HIGH PRICE OF FLAX SEED 


As a result of the new customs tar- 
af of ten cents per bushel on imported 
Wiax seed, tne price of flax seed is 
now $1.23 per bushel in Winnipeg. At 
this price it is claimed thet flax rrow- 
ime is more profitable than wheat 
erowing, and it mav be expented that 
wonsiderable quantities will be grown 
im the Canadian Northwest this year. 

Flax matures more onickly than 
wheat and may consequently be sown 
Vater. New settlers who have only 
been abic to sow a small acreage of 
wheat oan, after the wheat is sown, 
break up more land for flax seed. 
The seed may be sown as late as the 
middle of June, although May is con- 
sidered the vest month. In fact flax 
weed seems to wait the farmer's con- 
wenience. It can be sown early or 
Yate, and as it is less liable to iniury 
from weather than any of the other 
cereals, it may be harvested after the 

eat, oats and barley have been 
gathered in. 

Flax seed is e:pecially well adapted 
for newly-broken land. Prof. Shaw of 
the University of Minnesota, formerly 
w.e of the professors of the Agricul- 
tural College at Guelph, Ont., says in 
reference to this: “The influence of 


the flax crov is helpful to the quick 
reduction of the prairie sod owing to 
the peculiar nature of the fibrous 
growth of the roots. These, penetrat- 
ine every part, reduce the soil to a 


disintegrated pulverulent mess, which 
is greatly favorable to the growth of 
the succeeding grain or-p other than 
flax. It has also been noticed that 
@ood crops of flax follow the breaking 
up of a sod field. Whyf For the 
same reasons that good crops of flax 
ere grown on new Obreaking. The 
welds from crops grown on common 
wod land broken up are usually not 
eo good as on new breaking, because 
Ghee elements of fertility are not usu 
elly present to the same extent.”’

John Milton's Cottage. 

One of the best preserved historic 
country bouses in all England is John 
Milton’s cottage at Chalfont St, Giles, 
to which the blind and aging poet fied 
when the great plague swooped down 
on London. That was in July, 1665, 
and Miltun had just finished “Paradise 
Lost” and received a five pound note 
for it, with a promise of three more 
five pound notes if the poem sold four 
editions of 1,800 copies each. The cot- 
tage stands at the top of the village, 
and it is in practically the same. con- 
dition as when Milton left it. Here 
the poet received his distinguished 
guests during the latter part of his life.

HARDY FERNS. 


About Forty Species Are Suited to Out- 
door Culture. 

Among the hardy ferns are varieties 
greatly differing in size and form, from 
a hairlike creeping stem bearing a few 
simple mosslike Jeaves to the vigor- 
ous growing plants with large leaves, 
attaining a height of two or three feet. 
Ferns are interesting and extremely 
beautiful, especially when grown as 
specimen plants or in combination 
with other plants. The varying condi- 
tions in which the different species suc- 
ceed are remarkable. Many of them 
require a warm temperature, while 
others. do well in coo] and shady places 

Of the 4,000 or more species of ferns 
not more than about forty species are 
sulted to outdoor culture in ordinary 
solls and situations. These species can 
be planted in beds, borders or rocker- 
les or in the foreground of shrubbery. 
As most of them require a somewhat 
shady place, they are especially useful 
for filling in places where grass and 
other light loving plants cannot grow. 
Perfect drainage is required. The soil 
should have leaf mold in it, or decayed 
peat or well decayed sod will answer. 

Hardy ferns are best planted in the 
spring, but they can be planted in the 
summer if the fronds or leaves are cut 
back, mratking it easier for the plants to 
establish themselves before the winter 
vets in. From his florist the amateur 
gardener can obtain cuttings of varie- 
ties most suitable for the soil and cli- 
mate in his vicinity. In the winter the 
ferns should be given protection, with 
a covering of leaves, hay or straw.

After two brisk rubs of the lymph 
vessels return to the jugular veins and 
then back to the glands, half a dozen 
or eight times, until the operation will 
be found far better than a cup of cof- 
fee, and whenever the brain is dull 
through congestion this massage will 
be equally effective.
